LONDON Feb 10 The Turkish ro
mance hits created much interest and
the experience of the two daughters of
Noon Pasha who have fled from the
harem at Constantinople reads like a
story from the Arabian Nights

These two young ladles had acted as
secretaries of Noorl Bey and had often
sat up late at night copying political
documents which he did not like to in

Noorl Bey Is however not to be
daunted and will prosecute his daugh-
ters wherever they go for having pur
loined articles of valuo which ho says
belong to him He dreads to incur the
Sultans displeasure and dares not re-
